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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Garfinkle et al. discloses uploading digital photos 
to an image server , which can also be read as a "photo-sharing service", because he also discloses several methods of distributing digital 
photos, such as via email or through the internet (See Garfinkle et a!., column 5, lines 1 1-29). Garfinkle et al. also teaches a direct 
connection between the photographer and uploading the photographic image to an image server (See Garfinkle et al.. Fig. 9B; column 2. 
lines 61-64). Narayen teaches methods and apparatus for distributing a collection of digital media over a network with automatic 
generation of presentable media (See Abstract), in which he teaches a digital camera connected to a computer in order to storge photos, 
those photos can be accessed via the internet (See Narayen, column 1, lines 16-37; column 11, lines 7-49). Garfinkle et al. in view of Gao, 
in further view of Narayen can be combined because all the cited references teach inventions that are in the same field of endeavor. 
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
